All glasses wi-r.} turned towards 
one liHmrniLil-iooking fishing village, in 
front of which huge arms projected from 
the sea — all that will ever he seen of 
the Minnesota's sister, the mighty Da- 
kota, that a few weeks ago, by some 
stupid blunder or act of recklessness, 
struck hidden rock and snj ia a few 
moments beeainc it toral wreck! Natives 
wav-Hl and shouted to the ship to turn 
back, but rhe signals were ir.isuiidei'- 
stood. It was jr.st m such ;» day as 

ihe passengvrs all gay with life and 
hope, that the proudest of America's 
mercantile ships ilissppottrsd.-Our Chinu- 
man, when shown the masts, raised his 
evebrows and grinningly exclaimed:

Then Brigadier Duce, Major Tama-
